GSR 292(E).—In exercise of powers conferred by Section 74 of Indian Post Office Act, 1898 (6 of 1898), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Indian Post Office, Rules, 1933, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Post Office (..Amendment) Rules, 2005. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Post Office, Rules, 1933,— 

(i) in rule 17-A, in sub-rule (l), for the existing Explanation the following Explanation snail be substituted, 
namely:— 

Explanation.— The expression printing means airy thing capable ofbeing recognized as printing or any mechanical 
process ordinarily used to produce a number of identical copies including the book or books on compact disk or 
floppy with or without printed book or books but does not include type writing, catbon copies processed by any 
mechanical process, Computer printing, photocopying or any similar process.” 

(ii) in rule 17-A, in sub-rule (1), after clause (g) the following shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(h) No book or books on compact disk or floppy with or without any printed book or books in such book packets 
shall be accepted for transmission by post unless they are presented m the Post Office designated by the Head of 
the Circle for this purpose and such packets presented for posting are not less than one thousand at a time.”
